I had not seen him before to my bnowledge. Не volun- 
teered to ride, and appeared perfectly well and sober. He asked 
meif I had anything to say as to the riding of the horse. 1 told 
bim he knew better what to do than I could tell bim. The horse 
was a fine, clever jumper, and it hed never before been in a steeple- 
obese. 1с ів coming five years old, and had been regularly hunted 
the whole season once 8 week, or twice іп a fortnight. He is an 
easy ћотве to ride and of good temper. The horses started about 
three o'clock, and immediately afterwards I saw the horse 
loose. The deceased jumped the horse over the hurdles in front of 
the stand three times before starting. Mr. Robert Finch Jordison, 
ef South Ockenden, surgeon, ssid: I saw deceased immediately 
&fter the accident at Mr. Campbell’s house. Е found him insensible 
on а sófa. There wae no appearance of external injury. Ire- 
mained with him until about віх o'clock on the Friday morning. Не 
wag then dying. Myson remained with bim until he died, about 
half- eleven. I have made a post mortem examination since 
death, and discovered on the right side of the skull а minute star 
fracture, through which blood wae exuding; but the other injuries 
he received by во severe а fall would be sufficient to cause death. 
Nothing could have been done to save him; it was a hopeleas case 
from the first. A report that the deceased was not sober at the 
time was most indignantly denied by Mr. Tilbury, who said bis son 
was most abstemions. This evidence was confirmed by Mr. Kerridge. 
Tbe jury returned à verdict of “ Accidental death.” The wife of 
the deceased was Miss Lydia Thompson, the celebrated actreas, by 
whom he had one child.

Witnesses were abou: to be called to speak to the prisoner в character, but 
as he had р!евдеч guilty the alderman dectined to near them. Mr. Aider- 
man G'obons asked if the Өгінздег hed giveo his resi name. Police-con- 
stable Banyard, Шо Вай him іп custooy, replied i: the affirmative adding 
that his friends were bighly respectable. He apprehended nim опа warrant 
in the neighbourhood of Stoke Newington г, Alderman Gibbons tald by 
pleading guilty, and so saving the daughters of tne prosecutor the рМа of 
appearing to give evidence against him, the prisoner had made them the 
oniy reparation in his power; but his conduct had been so disgusting вой 
unmanly in the last degree, that sir Robert Carden snd he felt that they 
should be wanting in their duty if they did not mark their sense ot it.
